There is no restriction as to moue of operation, fixed, mobile except 
special endorsements will be made if all co-tacts ere from or with mobiles. 
Suitable recogniticn will be made of other qualifying modes of operation 
if claimed when submitting for the award. 

No QSL cards confirming contacts sre requirea or will be returned. Merely 
submit the list of stetions worked with the necessary informetion copied 
from your log. Upon erosa-check of Phil-~Mont logs, a certificate will be 
nailed to the address shown on your QSL cara. 

Phil-Mont Members request that respect be ziven to formal nets, drills, and 
emergency traffic on 29493 Ke but welcom contacts on this frequency at times 
when traffic is light. This frequency is monitored for the convenience of 
Phil-Mont members and those wishing to contuct Phil-Mont.
